Free, he exerts a 
powerful influence ‘on behalf, of 
his beloved Catalans, -espectally 
those living at Vendrell, south 
of Bareelona, where he was 
Jborn in 1876. For they still 
regard him almost as. their 
patron silint,

UCH IN DEMAND 


As with most peasant com:
